LECaSLATION ON CONTROLS 

The Eiaential Supplies (Temporary Powers) Act. 194(1, controlled the 
production, supply and distribution of foodstuffs, cotton and woollen textiles, 
paper, petroieum and petroleum products, si>are parts of mechanically proj)el- 
led vehicles, coal, iron and steel and mica. The Act waa passed by the 
Indian Legislature in 1946 under Section 2 of Iho India {Central Govern* 
ment and Legislature) Act. 1946. but Section 4 thereof limited the duration 
of Essential Supplies Act to one year only. The Essential Supplies Act waa 
thus due to explrei%on the Slst March, 1947. It was, however, extended up to 
diet March. 1948. by a notification of the Governor-General which ‘ extended 
powers of the Legislature under Section 4 of the India (Central Government 
and I,egislature) Act, 1946, from one to two yenrs, viz., from 1-4-46 to ;n-:i-4.8. 

As the Essential Supplies Act was, therefore, valid only uj) to the .'Jlst 
March, 1948. the Law Minister. Dr. B. R. Ambedkar, introduced llie following 
resolution in the Constituent Aaseihbly of India ( Ivegislature) during its last 
Budget session : — 

“In pursuance of the proviso to .Section 4 of the India gGentral 
Government and Legislature) Act, 1940, as adapted by the India (Provi- 
sional Constitution) Order, 1947. the Assembly hereby spprqj-e the exten- 
sion of the period maintained in Sections 2 and 3 of the said Act for a fur- 
ther period of twelve months commoncing on the I’irst day of April, 1948.'’ 

The resolution waa duly passed by the Constituent Assembly and the 
Government have thus l>een empowered to control essential commodities.

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StAte, and, to far aa relate! to the rehabilitation of disabled per- 
sons and the setting up and canning on of labour exchanges, employ* 
ment information bureau and retaining establishments for persona 
whether disabled or not, unemployment among other persons who 
have been serving or have been employed in connection with the pre- 
sent war (whether their service or employmeht was by or under 
the Crown or not), and 

(c) offences against laws with respect to any of the matters mentioned 
in the preceding paragraphs of this sub-section, enquiries and sta- 
tistics for the purpose of any of those matters, jurisdiction and 
r>owers of all courts, except the Federal Court, with respect to any 
of those matters and fec^s in respect of any of those matters, but 
not including fe<*s taken in any court, but any law made by the 
Indian Lrf^gislature which that Legislature would not, but for the 
provisions, of this at‘ction, have been competent to make, shall, to 
the extent of the incompetency, cease to have effect on the expiration 
of the said jKriod except as respects things done or omitted to be 
done before the expiration thereof.

The first three years of the last war witnessed a considemble increiMie 
in industrial activity but there was not enough coal to all the ntHHis, In 

1943, thei'f^ was a sudden dtx>p in production of the onier of 4 mil* 

lion tons and a coal famine of serious pro|H)rtion^ di veloja^d. The depress- 
sion years of 1931-36 had left Is^hind a legacy of inadequiitt* plant replace 
ment, and renewals wen* well nigh tmtSMisiblc after the outbreak of war, 
the mines had. therefore, to work ill-equip|>e<i. I^ibour found more uttrac 
liv e and more profitable emplo> menl elm where. <*s|H‘eially on military works* 
When coal was raised, there were not (iiough wagons to carry it to the 

consumers, and the congestion at cidlierieH reacted on output. As this hap- 
pened at a time wiien war production made utmost eails on coal, it Im'ame 
essential t(» arrest the decline in raisings, t<i iKwxst pnMiuction. and to econo- 
mise on (.‘onsumption. 

Amongst the various meufeuns miopled to remedy this stale of 

affairs and to mnk«' the best use of all lh«' llial was raised, the iirintipal 
one WHS the introduetion of c<mtrol ovir the production, diathhulion and 

prices. of coal. An Order called the Colliery Control Order. 1944, was 

promulgated under Flule 81 1 2 ) of the Defence of India Kulcs. Under this 
Order, CK»vernment t<Mjk the following main powers

of his stocks of coal or his output of coal :

Ckmi Coke 

Statutory c«>ntrol on the juices of coal and coke was introduced from 
the 1st June, 1914. the prices t>eing fixed under Clause i of the Colliery 
Control Order, 1944. The prices ftxf'd in 3944 were revised from time to 
lime to suit the changing conditions of the industry; and those now' in force 
for coal produced in the various provinces and fields are indicated in the 
ap|><*nd<’d schedule. Copies of the relevant notifications arc given in Appendix I.

The decisions of the 
Committee are communicated to the Deputy Coal Commissioner (Distribu- 
tion), who then allocates coal according to these decisions.

The control on distribution within the Proiinces of coal received 
against the quotas * fixed for them by the Central Govemmeot from time 
to time is exercised by the Provincial Governments under the powers dele- 
gated to them under Section 3 of the Essential Supplies (1%mjporary Powers)

In the first half of the >t‘ar 1910. tin thrman ftim> overran HulUmd, 
Bidgiuni, Norway and France. The conlinentii! nuuketn for Iiidinn Coffn 
were thus rlosed. Kven thf* l*,K. iiu\rk»d was virtuall\ ehmed to Indinn 
Coffe<‘ on account of the shipping diflicultieH and tin loaumulution in the 
U.K. of contraband CoO’ee stdzed from 'the <*ntnv\. This meunl that 
out of an averag4‘ Indian Oiffee crop of IS.OCM) tom a year, the nuirket* for 
the exiiorlable surplus of about 8.000 had lK»en lost. The result wan an 
unprecedented slump In the prices of Coffee.

applied to estates of lower area. Out of the coffee grov»Ti in every estate, 
the* Indian Coffee Board Hllotte<l an ‘internal sale quota' and licences for the 
sale of uncured coffee by the estates from this internal sale quota are issued by 
the Board. All coffee other than that included in the internal sale quota is to 
i>e delivered to the Bdard for inclusion in what is known as the ‘surplus pool/ 
and the storage, curing and marketing of the coffci* in the surplus pool is tht 
responsibility of the Indian Coffee Board. The surplus pool quota, which was 
fixed at 60 ix*r cdfit in tlu* first ant! second year, was enhanced to 90 l>er cent 
in the third year and to cent per cent in tn** ft)iirth and succeeding years. 
To prevent abnormal rises in the prices ol roff» e, the Board is emix>wered 
to fix the prices of various grades of colfee.

The finances of the Indian Coffee Board are derived from ill Custom r 
duties levied on exported coffee. (2) excise duty levied m coffee produced in 
the country. (3) fees charged for the licences issued ly the Board, and (4) pro 
ceeds, if any, from the sale of coffee from the pool. The Board maintains 
!i Propaganda Department for encouraging the Siile of coffee in the internal 
and oversfas markets and the India Coffee Houses run for the purpose of 
propaganu throughout the country and the one in Lqjj^on, are mfilntained by 
this Department. There is also a Research DeparOTrnt for conducting re- 
searches in the defects and methods of improvement in the production and cur 
ing of coffee and remedies for coffee ixsls and diseases.

CIRCULAR NO. 124 

New Scheme for diatributiofi of Iron and Steel. 


On the 5th Novembor, 1946, the Government of India in the Department 
of Industries and Supplies issued a Press Note outlining the new scheme for 
distribution of Iron and Steel. This Circular is being issued in amplification 
of the Press Note anJ for the guidance of all persons requiring Iron and Steel. 


2. India’s production Iron and Steel for 1947 is estimated at 900,000 
tons. Although capacity exists for 1,200,000 tons, inadequate supplies of 
metallurgical coal and the increase in labour troubles have lowered and are 
still hampering indigenous production. Further, as there is a serious world 
shortage of Iron and Steel, imports into India during 1947 are not likely to 
exceed 150,000 tons. On this basis the Steel available for 1947 has been allo- 
cated as follows: - 


1. Railways 

2. Industrial Maintenance and packing 

3. Steel processing Industries 

4. Government Development Schemes 

5. Private Industrial Development schemes 

6. Export 

7. General Public including small scale 
manufacturers of consumer good^.

3. In respect of each of these allotments the exact purpose for which 
they are intended and the arrangements that are being made for operation are 
given below: 

(a) Railway Quota. This quota covers all the requirements of railways 
and will be operated by the Railway Board in the same manner as 
during the war. Any Railway wishing to acquire Steel from a pro- 
ducer or Controlled Stockholder may do so only to the extent of the 
sub-quota allotted to that railway by the Railway Board and will 
support each order with a Quota Certificate. Any Railway wishing 
to acquire any article, the manufacture of which involves the use of 
Iron or Steel must support his order on the manufacturer with a 
Quota Certificate to enable the manufacturer to acquire the neces- 
sary Iron and Steel. Any manufacturer receiving an order from 
a railway without a Quota Certificate covering the Steel he needs 
should apply to the Controller of Stores of the Railway concerned. 
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(b) Indiiiitrial Malatenanee aod Packing— This quo« is m provuk csul^ 
iished iodustrie* other than thoae engaged in Steel Processing with 
their essential maintenance requirements and with the Steel requir^ 
for packing tlieir products. The distribution of this quota will be 
effected through Industrial Assiwiations or (kivemment authorities 
concerned with thorn* industries. Slatc^ment attached gives a 

list of the industries covered and the names of the authorities n^s- 
ponaible for the iswuu*.of Quota Certificates, Application for Quota 
Certificates for purjH>8eH t'over<*d by this sub-quota should In* made 
to the author»t\ Sl'tHified in the statement. An\' eatablishi*d indus- 
try not covereii hy this list Hhould applv direct to the Iron and Steel 
Controller. 


(c) Hteel Procf^ng Indut^triefi. This allotment is designed to meet the 
mainten^ince and raw material requint*ments of highly organised indus- 
tries engagt*d in processing Iron ttnd St<*td and which are t)|a*ra4ed by 
skilled technicians. The allotment made will not bn* sufficient to keep 
these industrials working at full capacity but it is ho|H*d that enough 
steel will he made available to pn*vent the skilled workers from Is'lng 
turned out of em|>loyment and dts|HTHed. Statement ‘‘B* attached 
gives a list of thi* organis<*d industries as at prenenl being catered for 
hy the Director-General (Industries and Suj>plieK) and in n*s|M*ct of 
these industries the Iron and Steel Controller will issue to each manu- 
facturer recognift<Hl by the Dir«*ctor-Ci<*neral (I & S) a Quota Certi* 
ficale for his share of the total allotm<‘nt. Any person nut covered 
by theik* arrangements and who considers that his industry is a 
highly organised one should apply to th(* DinHqor-G<*n<»rnl (Indus- 
tries and Supi>lies) I>t*partment of Industries and Supplies, (tovern- 
ment of India.

(d) Government I>evelopment Schemt^- Many departments of the Cen- 
tral and Provincial (Jk^vemments have in hand various development 
schemes. It is clear that owing to the c xisting Hhorlag«‘ of Steel it 
will not M* jK>ssible to proceed unless all such schemes are brought 
into a programme* leased on the availablllly of Steel. All Dfqiart- 
ments of (k>vernment have, therefore, Inim diri’cled to Hubniit to Ihe 
Iron and St€H*l Controller as quickly aa jH>KMil»ie a lint of heriK H in 
hand showing the Steel re<|uired by c*at(*gory in each p«‘nod of HM7 
and giving the relative priority of each sclu/me. If tin* all4»tm» nl niadi* 
doi‘S not cover the entire prograreme ih* Irrm and Strel Controller 
will refer to Central Government for pri4>ritv deeisicjji, Anv con- 
tractor or |>erBon engaged on any Govei nment s( hi mt* should obtain 
a Quota Certificate for the Steel required thnujgh the Department <»f 
the Central or Provincial Government who Ims placeci the eonlnict 
on him. 

(e) Private Indiwtiial Development. This sub-quota has been allotted 

in order to aid private indu8tr>^ in the establishment of new factories 
and production units or in the extension of existing ones. Quota 
Certificates will be issued by the Iron and Steel Controller nly on 
advice of the Defmrtment of CJovemmimt concerned. Tlie Iron 
and Steel Controller will not consider any application tlfht is not receiv- 
ed through the sponsoring authority. Persons, therefore, requiring 
Steel from this sub-quota must make their application direct to the 
sponsoring authority concerned with theii Industry.

if) General public including e-mail HCBle manufacturers of consumer 

goods,”ThiB allotment ib intimded to meet the requirements of the 
general public including smaJil manufacturers of consumer goods. The 
allotment will be distributed as equitably as possible and separate al- 
locations will be made to each Province and State. Steel against this 
allotment will normally be made available through the Registered 
Stockholders in the Province or State concerned. All releases will 
be controlled by the Provincial or State authorities. Members of 
the General public and any small manufacturer of consumer goods 
rtfquiring steel under this quota should apply to the Provincial or 
State authority as given in Statements “C’' and “D’\ attached. Ou 
the authority of the permit received the Steel in question will bs 
obtained from the Registered Stockholder named in the Permit. 

(g)Gencral« — There are three other points with reference to the scheme 
which are clarified below. 

(i) Packing. — The industrial maintenance and packing allot- 
ment covers only the bulk packing of food; kerosene oil, cot- 
ton and jute bales, paints, chemicals and tea, at the manufac- 
turing or producing source. It does not cover packing in small 
containers. Provision for a limited quantity of steel for small 
containers is provided under the Steel Processing Industries 
allotment to organised container manufacturers. Manufactur- 
ers and other persons requiring small containers should, there- 
fore, place their orders on the organised manufacturers of 
containers who receive their allotment dinsct from the Iroa 
and Steel Controller. 

(ii) Industrial Extensions, — The Private Industrial Devel- 
opment allotment will be utilised to cover only the Steel re- 
quired for foundation or structures being fabricated at site. 
This sub-quota will not be utilised to cover fabricated struc- 
tures which are to be fabricated b.\ any member of the organis- 
ed Structural Fabrication industry. Any industrialist, there- 
foft*. who requires new factories or extensions which are to be 
fabricated by any one of the Structural fabricators will not 
require a Quota Certificate but should place his order with the 
fabricator direct. Apart from priority directions, all fabrica- 
tors will be at liberty to accept such demands up to the extent 
of the quota of Steel allocated to them from the Steel Pro- 
cessing industries allotment. 

(lii) Bolts, Nuts & Rivets. — The organised producers of Bolts, 
Nuts and Rivets are being treated as a Steel Processing Indus- 
try and will receive an allocation of Steel direct from the 
Iron and Steel Controller. Any person, therefore, requiring 
supplies of Bolts, Nuts and Rivets should place his order direct 
on a manufacturer without a Quota Certificate.

Sir, 

I am directed to say that the Government of India after examininsr the 
working of tlie sciierne of distribution of iron and steel introduced in November, 
1946 {ntdc -Department of Industries and Supplies letter No. I-ii-l(14)|46, 
dated the 1st November, 1946), and the Iron and Steel (Control of Production 
and Distribution) Order, 1941, and the Iron and Steel (Scrap Control) Order. 
1943, and the sugg<'3tions made from time to time by the Provincial Govern- 
ment!; for their modification, have come to the conclusion that while the prin- 
ciples on which the distrihutum scheme is based are sound, viz., the rationing 
of the limited supplies available among a large variety of users according 
to the nsiture and the importance of the uses, it will be to the advantage of 
all concerned if the Provincial Governments are associated with it in a larger 
measure than is the case now. They arc also of the view that further delega- 
tions under the Control Orders are desirable. The proposed modifications 
In the present procedure and the powers proposed to be delegated are dealt 
with in the succeeding paragraphs. 

I - DISTRIBUTION OF QUOTAS 


(i) Railways: 

Present Pr<ic<*dure: This quota covers all the requirements of railways 
and is operated by the Railway Board; the distribution between the various 
railways is done by the Railway Board. 

** Projios«»d Procedure: The exiting procedure sliould continue. 

(fl) Industrial Maintenance and Packing: 

Present Procedure:. This quota is intended to provide the established 
Industries, other than those engaged in steel-processing, with their essential 
maintenance requirements. The distribution is effected, for the most part, 
through Industrial Associations or Government authorities concerned with 
tliose industries; the distribution is done industry-wise and not province- 
wise. Applications are made to these authorities who, after scrutiny, forward 
them to the Iron and Steel Controller with their recommendations. 

Proposed Procedure: The applicants will be required to forward their 
a^lications through the Provincial Government concerned (a copy being sent 
direct to the Industrial Association or the Ontral Government authority con- 
cerned with the, industry) who will scrutinize them and forward them with 
their recommendations to the Government of India, so as to reach them on or 
before the date prescribed for this purpose. If the recommendations of the 
Provincial Government are not received in time, the application* received 
direct will be taken into consideration in making the allotment.

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6<H>rdlnatlng authorltlaB, e.|.» electrical UistaUatlofii and hydroelectric iehemei 
are ccerdinated by the Bi|c^cal Commiaaioner^ irrigation and waterways 1>y 
the Central Waterways* Irrigation and Navigation Commiasion and roads 
and bridges by the Consulting Engineer (Roads), Ministry of Transport* 
In view of the very large demand made, and the limited supplies available 
preference- is given to projects on which field work has already begun and 
rxiOHt urgent schemes of national importance. 

Proposed Procedure: Apart from the fact that it is necessary to have 
a Ctmtral co-ordinating authority for ensuring a proper planned industria 
and economic development of the country, such authority is needed, so long ai 
the present acute shortage of 8te< l continues, to assess the relative importanc< 
between the various projects. The present procedure should, therefore, conti- 
nue and the Provincial Goveanmenta mav indicate priorities to their schemes 

(v) Private Industrial Development ScheineM: 

Prewmt Proctnlure: This allotment is designed to aid private industries 
in the cBtablishiiment ot new factories and production units or in the extension 
of existing ones. Applications are made to the Central sponsoring authorities. 

for cotton textile mills, the Textile Commissioner is the sponsoring autho- 
rity; for collieries, the Coal Commissioner; for heavy and light engineering in- 
dustries, non-ferrous metals, electrical and chemical industries, the Director- 
General of Industry and Supply. Here, again, due to shortage of steel, supply 
^ restricted to extensions under way, except where a new’ scheme is considered

Proposed Procedun^* The arguments in supiK)rt of a Central co-ordinat- 
ing authority for the scrutiny of Government development schemes apply with 
equal, if not greater, force to schemt-s falling under this category. It is, how- 
ever, recognised that in making allotments the recommendations of the Pro- 
vincial Governments would be of great help. It is accordingly proposed that 
all applications should in future be forw^arded to the sponsoring authorities 
through the Provincial Gk>vemment concerned, advance copies being sent direct. 

recommendations of the Provincial Government should be sent so aa to 
rigich the Government of India on or before the date prescribed for this pur- 
P6»e. If they are not received in time, the applications received direct will 
then taken into consideration in making the allotment. 

(vi) Provineial and State Allotments: 

Present Procedure: .This allotment is intended to meet the requirements 
of the general public including small-scale manufacturers of consumer goods, 
and is made mainly on the basis of population, weightage being given to urban 
areas. The'" distribution is effected by the Provincial State Governments. 

Propoaed Procedure: The present procedure should continue except that; 

Government will send to the Government of India, so as to reach 
thsni seven days before the date of the allocation meeting for each quarter, a 
statement showing the full stock position at the end of the previous quarter, 
to enable the GoVemment of India to judge the extent to w^hich the Provin- 
cial Government has been able to distribute the quota allotted, the reasons for 
large accumulations, if any, and whether such accumulations should not be 
taken into consideration in reducing the quota which would otherwise have leen 
allotted. 
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(vii) ExpiMrto: 

Pm^ent Procedure: This allotment, which hliB l>een reduced to the abao- 
-lute minimum is intended to meet the moat euBenlia] requiremenia of countries 
adjoining li\flia. e.g., Nefml, Burma and Onion; it is operated by the Iron and 
Stek^l Controller under orders of the Central Government. 

Proposed Procedure: *It is not intended to make any change in the pre- 
sent procedufOfc 

To facilitate the Provincial Govemments in scrutinising the applications 
and making recommendations In resi^ect of (ii), tiitl, (iv) and <v) above, a 
statement showing the quantities recommended by the co-ordinating; sponsoring 
authorities for period I 48 under each category and the iietua! allotments made, 
are attached. It will he seen that, as against a demand of ,'101,578 tons only 
106.T56 tons, which is about 35 per cent, could Ik' allotted. In future, the 
Provincial Governments will be supplied with statements showing final alloi- 
ments made for each period. 

II— DISTRIBI TION OF PIG4BON AND SCRAP 
S (I) Pig Iron: 

Preaeot Procedure: Applications from iron casting foundries are made 
to the Director-General of Industry and Suppl\ giving full particulars regattj- 
ing their capacity, requirements and end-use of their products. On receipt 
applications, the Director-General makes local enquiries, where necessary, 
as equitable a distribution as possible, giving weightage to those foundries W'hog# 
tyf>e and quality of castings justify the issue of a larger share. 

Proposed Procedure: It is proposed that the applications should be sent 
to the Director General through the Provincial Governments. 

(H) Scrap: 

Present Procedure: The Iron and Steel Controller (India) makes tbs 
distribution to controlled scrap stockists and to large individual aUK’kiata and 
fabricators ; distribution of these stocks is not controlled, 

ProfHWied Procedure: Tlie Iron and Steel Controller will continue to 
make the allocation of defectives and cuttings to Htoekista but stoekiais will 
iBsue them to conaumerH only under orders from the I^ovlnctal licensing autho- 
rities. 


Ill^X)NTROL ORDER8. 

4. (I) The Iron and Steel (Control of Production and Diatribution) Order, 

mi: 

<a) Movement^j^f Iron and Steel: With a view to exercising an effective 
check on the use of iron knd steel for the purpone for which it is allotted and to 
prevent its unauthorised export from the prbvinee, it is prtjpoaed to delegate, 
the nt-cessary powers to Provincial Governments, 

(b) Use of Iron and Steel without a Permit: Under Clause 8 of the 
Or^er, a person acquiring iron and steel in accordance with the provisions of 
Qause 4 thereof cannot use it otherwise than |in accordance with any conditions 
contained or incorporated in the permit which authorised him to acquire it. Any 
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iron and steel acquired otherwise, i.e., when there was no control, or from Dis- 
posals stock, is not affected#*!^ order to prevent tlie unauthorised use of such 
iron and steal, it has been i^Bggested by some Provincial Governments that no 
person should be allowed to use iron for construction of buildings or for fabri- 
cation purf>o8es, except on the authority of a permit issued either^by the Iron 
and Steel Controller (India) or the Provincial Iron and Steel Controller, or any 
ofTicer authorised by him in this behalf. The Government of India have accept- 
ed the suggestion and will take steps to issue the necessary orders. 

(c) PoivrH to Confiscate Hto<;ks of Iron and Steel : It has been suggeist- 
ed by a Provincial Government that, for prevention of black-marketing, powers 
to confiscate and direct the sale of unaccounted for or uncontrolled stocks of 
iron should be delegated to Provincial Governments. The Government of 
India have also accepted this suggestion and will issue the necessary orders. 

(d) Supply of Information by Registered Producers and Controlled 
Stockholders; In response to the requests made by some Provincial Govern- 
ments, it has been decided to authorise the officers of the Provincial Govern- 
ments to exercise the powers under Clause 11 of the Order, as agents of the 
Iron and Steel Controller (India), in respect of registered producers and con- 
trolled stockholders. The Provincial Governments have already been delegated 

similar powers in reelect of other producers and registered stockholders. 

* ^ 

(II) The Iron and Steel (Scrap Control > Order, 1943. 

■ The same powers as are proposed to be delegated in regard to Iron 
am Steel (vide (h) and (c) above) will be delegated in regard to scrap. 

5. As the Provincial Governments are aware, the present steel position 
is far from satisfactory; as against a demand of over two million tons per 
annum, the annual production is less than a million tons. The Gtovernment 
of India are taking active steps to remove the factors which are preventing 
the steel works from securing production up to their existing capacity, and to 
instal new capacity to the extent of a million tons; they are also nmking stre- 
nuous efforts to import as much steel as possible. In spite of these measures, 
the present indications are that there will be no appreciable improvement in 
position for about a year or two. The Government of India are, therefore, 
of the view that all possible steps should be taken to utilise the limited supplies 
available to the best advantage of the country as a whole, and trust that they 
can eoiint upon the full support and co-operation of the Provincial Govern- 
luents in discharging tliis difficult task.

The Newsprint Control (No. 2) Order, 1W7, was bfotight into force 
with effea from the 3rd Aprtl, 1947, in Mupenesskm of the jirevioua News- 
print Control Order. The Newsprint Ofhcer. whose office is at Simla, is res- 
ponsible for the administration of this Order. The object of the Control 
Order Is to conserve newsprint and with that object in view it restricts the 
use* of newsprint to the printing of newspapers and fixes the maximum num- 
ber of pages and the minimum and the maximum prices of daily newspapera 
It also prescribes the maximum percentage of space for advertisement mat- 
ter. The Newsprint Officer maintains statistics of imports, consumption 
and stocks of newsprint in the country. To collect these statistics the 
Newsprint Control (No. 2) Order, 1947, requires the submission of monthly 
returns of stock, acquislUon, consumption and disposal of newsprint by 
proprietors of newspapers and dealers. The importers are also required to 
furnish a report of receipt of newsprint consignments from outside India 
within 10 days of the clearance of the goods. This information is checked 
by the Newsprint Officer with the clearance reports received from the Import 
Trade Controllers. 

2. With the improvement in the supply position of newsprint, the 
newsprint control is being gradually relaxed. In relaxation of the restric- 
tions on the sale, purchase and use of newsprint, free use of newsprint has 
hiHm allowed for pur|K»si»s other than th<» printing of newspapers under an 
Open General Permit with effect from OctolK?r, 1948. until further notice. 

3. By n separate^ notification Uu' ceiling retail prices of newsprint arc 

fixed. 


4. Newsprint, in bo far as its imiK>rt from non-dollar countries is 
concerned, is covered by Open General Licence Nos. XI and XII issued by 
the Government of India in the Ministry of Commerce. The imports of 
newsprint from the dollar area are subject to a monetary ceiling and import 
licences are issued by the Chief Controller of Imports, New Delhi.

NO, NC-4 48-A. - In supersession of the notification of the Government 
of India. Ministry of Industry and Supply. No. NC-4 j 48-A, dated the 18th 
October. 1948, the following Open General Permit issued by the Central 
Government under the Newsprint Control (No. 2) Order, 1947, is published 
for general information: — 


NEWSPRINT CONTROL. 

Open General Permit No. II. 

In pursuance of sub-clauses (1). (2), (4) and (5) of Clause 3 of the 
Newsprint Control (No. 2) Order, 1947, the Central Government hereby gives 
general permission, until further notice, to any person to sell or to purchase 
from any other person newsprint and to use it for any purpose;

Provided that nothing in this permit shall affect the provisions of any 
other Clause of the Ncw’aprint Control (No. 2) Order, 1947, and provided 
further that every person other than the proprietor of a newspaper who puf- 
chaaes or otherwise acquires and or uses newsprint, shall submit to the News- 
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print OfRwr. Simla, on or boforo the aeventh day of every month a tru* 
retuni in Form III A of the quantity of newsprint held, acqulretl and coi> 
sumed by him during th*- preceding calendar month.

Kvtry ktH'ixr of a printing pn^ ahall aubmit to Iht Paper Control- 
ler of the Province in which th«' printing proaH is aituated on or before the 
15th day of every quarter commencing with the quarter bt^ginning on the lat 
January. lfW6. a true return in Form I of the quantity of fxiper other than 
newsprint held, acquired. ctmaumtHl or olherwiik^ diapoaed of by him during 
the preceding quarter. 

Kxpbuiatioii. If no such piifHT waa ixmaumcd or dia}K»aed of. a ’‘nil** 
return shall be submitted. 

14. N<» keeper of i printing press shall consume or otherwdae diat>oiMf» of 
during any quarter commencing with the quarter beginning on the lat January, 
1946. a quantity of paper other than newsprint cxct'cdlng one^fourth of 100 
per cent of the quantity of such pafx'r consumed by him in the execution of 
printing work during the year 1943. or 750 lbs., whichever is greater; or If the 
printing press was started in the Near 1944. exetHaJmg such (|unntlt> aa he waa 
permitted to consume in any oni* quarter under Claum^ 16 of the Pajx*r Control 
(Economy) Order. 1944. 

Provided that the fjuantitv eonsurned in any quarter may excet^d that 
permitted under this clause- subject to the c<»ndition that the quantity permit- 
ted to be consumed under this claus<* in the n<'Xt quarter shall Incluaive of 

Provided further that if the quantity consumed in any fpiarlrr ia laaa 
than that ix'rTnitte<J under this dause. the balance may be conaumsd in toy 
Siibsequent quarter during the same calendar year in adciltion t<» the quantity 
jKTmitfed t(» be conHumed und< r this clause in that qviarter.

16. The Central 0»vcmment may by an order in writing reduce or 
cancel the quantity of paper other than newsprint which thc*keeper of a print- 
ing press may be entitled to consume or otherwise dispose Of under Clause 14*

13. If any question arises as to the maximum price which could be 
charged in any particular tran.saction or as to the variety according to

* Central Gorernuicn* , whose decision thereon shall be final. 

14. The Central Government may, by notification in the official 
Gazette, empower any authority to exercise any of the powers conferred 
upon it by the provisions of this Order. 

15. Notwithstanding the provi.sions of Clau.ses 3 to 12, the Central 
Government or such authority as the Central Government may authorise 
in this behalf may, if it is satisfied that sjjecial circumstances exist, by a 
special order, authorise the doing of any act which would otherwise be 
in contravention of those provisions and may attach to the authorisation 
such directions or conditions as it thinks fit.

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RUBBER 


Rubber is grown in the States of Travancare and Cochin, in 
Cooi^ and in Madras Province. Travancore is by far the most impor- 
tant producer, accounting for nearly 72 per cent of the total acreage. 
The total area under plantation is about 153,403 acres and the averaj^ 
total production of i-ubber foiP recent years is about 16,640 tons per an- 
niun. 


On the outbreak of war with Jajmn in 1941 and the consequent 
loss to the Allie.s of Malaya and the Dutch East Indies, it became neces- 
sary to conserve all available rubbt‘r re.source.s for essential war pur- 
poses and to step up Indian production. With a view to achieve this 
object, the Rubber Control and Production Order. 1942, was issued in 
November. 1942. under the Defence of India Rules. Under the provi- 
sions of the above Act, the Indian Rubber Pnxluction Board was cons- 
tituted with members nominatetl by the government of India, the Gov- 
ernments of Madra.s, Travancore. Cochin and Mysore and representa- 
tives of the industry. A parallel legislation was also enacted in the 
States of Travancore, Cochin and Mysoi'e. Under the Rubber Con- 
trol and Production Order, 1912, all available supplies had to be sold 
exclusively to the Central Government or to the partie.H nominated by 
them at jirices fixed by the Government of India from time to time. The 
monopoly purchase by the Central Government was lenninated on 
30th April. 1946. Thereafter, manufacturers were allowed to purchase 
rubber direct from the onxlucers and dealers in acconlamre with the 
terms of (wrmits i.ssued ny the Government under a new Order called 
‘Rubber Control and Production Order. 1946,’ The control over the 
prices of raw rubber wh.s continuwJ till 30th S<*ptember. 1946, when 
the Rubber Control and Production Or<lcr. 1946. lapsed with the expiry 
of the Defence of India Rules. 

With a view to examine the necessity of creating a suitable 
organisation to look after the interests of rubber industry on the aboli- 
tion of the Rubbe!- Production Board, a conference was held in Cckm- 
batore on 28th June, 1916, with representatives of the States and Pro- 
vinces producing rubber, and of the growing, manufacturing and trad- 
ing interests. It was agreed by an overwhelming majority that on 
the termination of the Indian Rubber Prisluction Board, legislaticm 
should be enacted to establish a statutory organisation to replace the 
above Board. These recommendations were accepted generally by 
the Central Government and other local Governments concerned. In 
pursuance thereof and with a view to provide for the developnient 
under Central control of the rubber industry as regards the produc- 
tion and marketing of mbber, and for reflating the export from, 
and import into India of rubber, the Central Government enacted the 
Rubber (Production and Marketing) Act, 1947, which came into force 
from the 19th April, 1947. The State Governments concerned Intro- 
duced parallel legislation within their resprotive territories. The main 
function of the Indian Rubber Board constituted under the provisions 
of the above Act is to adjust supply to demand in an ordeiiy manner 
and to maintain a fair and equitable price level which will reasonably 
be remunerative to efficient producers. The Indian Rubber Board u 
largely autonomous in matters of policy and executive action subject to 
the overriding authority of the Central Government

(i) chide rubber, that is to say, rubber prepared from the 
leaves, bark or latex of any rubber plant; 

(ii) the latex of any rubber plant, whether fluid or coagulated, 
in any stage of the treatment to which it is subjected 
during the process of conversion into lubber; 

(iii) latex (dry rubber content) in any state of concentra- 
tion, 

and includes scrap rubber, sheet rubber, rubber In powder and ^ 
forms and varieties of crepe rubber, but does not include rubber con* 
tained in any manufactured article; 

(1) “rubber plant” includes i)lants, trees, shrubs or vines of any

(iii) Castilioa elastica, 

(iv) Fiscus elastica (Rambong). and 

(v) any other plant which the Board may, by notification in 
the Gazette of India, declare to be a rubber plant for the 
purposes of this Act :

1. These Rules may be called ' TIIK RI'BRKK (PRODUCTION 
AND MARKI-TINO) RI LES, 1947. 

2. In these rules, unles.s there is anything n'pugnant in the sub- 
ject or context, — 


(a) ‘ Act ' means the Rubber (Pnxluctum and Marketing) Act 

1947. (XXIV of 1947); * ' 

(b) "Board” means the Indian Rubl)er BoanI constituted under 
the Act; 

(c) •Committee" means any committee constituUxl or af)|)ointed 
by the Board under Section 7 of the Act ; 

(d) ' Commi.ssioner " means the Rubber Production C'ommia- 
sioner appointed under sub-section ) 1 ) of Section 6 of the Act ; 

(e) “Secretary ” means the officer appointed as such under sub- 
section (2) of Section 6 of the Act; 

(f) "Form” means a form set forth in the Schedule annexed 
to these rules. 

3. ( 1 ) Except as provided m sub-rule ( 2 ) of this rule, the mem- 
bers of the Board .shall hold office for a iieruxl of three years from 
the date of consiitution of the Board under sub-»ecUon (1) of Section 
4 of the Act or the date of exi»ir>' of the term of office of the previous 
members of the Board as the case may be. 

(2) A person appointed to fill a vacancy undei sub-section (2) 
of Section 5 of the Act shall hold office for so long as the tnember 
whose place he fill.s would have been entitled to hold office if the va- 
cancy had not occurred. 

4. (1) A member of the Board may resign his office by latter

CENTRAL SILK BOARD ACT, 1948. 

The lack of a co-ordinated plan for the development of ailk infllUK 
tr>' in India led the (Jovemment of India to constitute in 1945 a Panel 
on Silk Industry' in India. The most important recommendation of 
the Panel waos the suggestion to create a Central Silk Board to under* 
take the work not only of maintenance but development of Silk Indus- 
try on an all-India basis. The Central Silk Board Act was accordingly 
passed by the Indian Parliament in September, 1948. 
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^ ACT NO LXl OF 1948. 

An Act to provi(|c for tlic> development under Central emitrol of the raw 
allk industry and for that purpose to establish a Cmitral Board. 

WHEREAS it is expedient to provide for the development under 
Central control of the raw silk industry and for that purpose to estab* 
lish a Central Silk Board; 

It is hereby enacted as follows: — 

1. Short title and extent. — (1) This Act may be called THE 
CENTRAL 811 BOARD ACT, 1948. 

(2) It extends to all the Provinces of India, and also to any 
Acceding State for Which the Dominion Legislature has for the time 
being power to make laws as respects the development of the law silk 
industiV- 

2. Declaration as to expediency of Central Government’s con- 
trol. — It is hereby declared that it is expedient in the public interest 
that the Central Government should take under its control the develop- 
ment of raw silk industry: 


S. Definitions. — In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant 
in the subject or context, — 


(a) "Board” means the Central Silk Board constituted under 
this Act; 

(b) “charkha raw silk” means raw silk reeled from silk worm 
cocoons with the help of any instruments not worked by power; 

(c) “filature raw silk” means raw Silk reeled from silk worm 
cocoons with the help of any instrument worked by power; 

(d) "power” means any form of energy which is mechanically 
transmitted and is not generated by human or animal agency, and in- 
cludes electrical energy ; 

(e) “preserfbed” means prescribed by rules made under this 

Act; 

(f) “spun silk” meiuis silk yam spun from pierced or spoilt co- 
coons, fluff from cocoons, pieces of silk, noils or other silk waste 


(g) “Standing Conunittee" means the standing Committee of the 
Board constituted under sub-section (2) of Section 6. 


4. Constitution of the Board. — (1) As soon as may be after the 
commencement of this Act, the Central (^vemment shall, by notification 
in the official Gazette, constitute for the purposes of this Act a Board 
to be called the Central Silk Board. 


(1) Published in the Gazette of India (Extraordinary), dated 20-9-48. 
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(2) The Board shall be a body corporate by the name aforesaid, 
having perpetual succession and a common seal, with power to acquire, 
hold and dispose of property, both movable ind immqvgble, and to con* 
tract, and shall by the said name sue and be sued. 

(3) The Board shall consist of the following members, namely: — 

(a) The Minister in charge of Industry and Supply in the Cen- 
tral Government, who shall %x ofiicio be Chairman of the Board;

(e) two (lersons to be nominated by the Government of Madras, 
of whom at least one shall be a non-odicial. 

)f) two persons to be nominated by the Government of West 
Bengal of whom at least one shall be a non -official ; 

(g) one person to be nominated by the Government of Jammu 
and Kashmir; 

(h) one iierson to be nominated by each of the Governments 
of Assam, the Central Provinces and Berar. the United Provinces, Bom- 
bay and Bihar; 

(i) not more than three jjenions to be nominated by the Central 
Government to represent (i) producers of raw silk, and (ii) areas other 
than the Provinces and States specified in Clauses (d) to (h); 

(j) five persons to be nominated by the Central Government, of 
whom one shaU be a representative of the spun silk industry, one of 
the silk throwing and twisting industry, and one of the silk weaving 
industry, and two shall be sericultural ex|)ertK. 

(4) The members of the Board sfhall receive from its funds such 
travelling and other allowances as may be prescribed. 

H. Power of the OntraJ Om'emment In default of nomlnationa.-- 

(1) If any Government other than the Central Government fails to 
make any nomination which it is entitled to make under sub-section (3) 
of Section 4 within the time prescribed in that behalf, the Central Gov- 
ernment may make the nomination itself. 

(2) Where a member of the Board dies, resigns, is removed, 
ceases to reside in India, or becomes Incapable of acting, Idle authority 
or body entitled to nominate the member under sub-secticm (3) of Sec- 
tion'd may nominate a person to fill the vacancy; and where such ntnoi- 
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nation is not made within the time prescribed in that behalf, the Central 
Government on its owp initiative, may make the nomination itself. 

(3> No act done by the Board shall be questioned on the ground 
merely of the existence of any vacancy in, or defect in the constitution 
of the Board. 

B. Viee-ChairmiM and Standing Coinniitt«M‘, — ( 1 » The Board 
.shall elect from among its members a Vice-Chairman who .shall exercise 
such of the powers and perform such of the duties of the Chairman as 
may be pre.scribed or as may be delegated to him by the Chairman. 

(2) The Board may, in its di.screlion, constitute a Standing Com- 
mittee for the purpose of exercising such of its powers and performing 
.such of its duties as may be delegated by it. not being powers or duties 
the delegation of which is jnx^ibited by the rules made under this Act. 

(3) The Standing Cf^mittee shall consist of the Chairman, the 
Vice-Chairman, and five others elected by the Board from among its 
members. 

Seeretary of the Board. — The Central Government shall, in 
consultation with the Board, appoint a Secretary to the Board who shall, 
under the control and direction of the Board, exercise such powers and 
perform such duties as may be prescribed or as may be delegated to 
him by the Board oi' the Chairman. 

8. Functions of the Board. — (1) It shall be the duty of the Board 
to jmomote the development of the raw silk industry by such measures as 
it thinks fit. 

(2) Without prejudice to the generality of the foregoing provi- 
sion, the measures referred to therein may provide for — 

(a) undertaking, a.s?isting or encouraging .scientific technologi- 
cal and economic re.search ; 

(b) devising means for imjmoved methods of mulberry cultiva- 
tion rearing, developing and distributing healthy silkworm seeds, reel- 
ing of silkworm cocoons, improving the quality and production of raw 
silk, if necessary, by making it compulsory for all raw silk to be market- 
ed only after the same has been tested and graded in properly equipped 
raw silk conditioning housesc 

(c) the supply of technical advice to filature and charkha reelers; 

(d) improving the marketing of raw silk; 

(e) the collection of statistics .from such persons as may be 
prescribed. 

(3) It shall also be the duty of the Board — 

(al to advise the Central Government on all matters relating to 
the developmei^t of the raw silk industry, including the import and 
export of raw silk; 

(b) fb submit to the Central Government and such other autho- 
rities as may be prescribed half-yearly reports on its activities and the 
working of this Act; * 
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(c) to prepare and furnish such other rejliirts relating to the raw 
silk industry as may be i-equired by the Central GoveniftiAit from time 
to time. 

9. Funds of the Hoard — il) The t'entral Government shall from 
time to time make grants to the Board of such .sums as the Central 
Government may eon.sider necAi.sary for enabling the Board to exer- 
cise its powers and discharge its duties under this Act.

(g) the term of office of members of the Board, and the cir- 
cumstances in which, and the authority by which, they may be re- 
moved; 

(h) the quorum at meetings of the Board or Standing Com- 
mittee; 

(i) the maintenance by the Board or Standing Committee of 
records of its business and the submission of copies thereof to the Cen- 
tral Government ; 
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(j) the purposes for which the fuitds of the Board may bt 
expended: * • • 

(k> the maintenance of the accounts of the income and expendi- 
ture of the Board and the audit of such accounts: 

(l) the preparation of annual estimates of the income and expen- 
diture of the Board : 

(m) the deposit of funds of the Boani in banks and the invest- 
ment of such funds : 

(n) the registers and other recoixls to bo maintained by the 
Board or Standing Committee*: 

(o) the manner in which raw silk shall be graded and marketed; 

(p) any other matter which is to be or may bt* pn*acribetl under 
this Act. 

14. Penalties. — If any fierson — 

(a) in any return to be furnished under this Act makes any 
statement which is fal.se and which he knows to bt* false or does not 
believe to be true, or 

(b) obstructs any officer of the Board in the exercise of any 
power conferred, or the discharge of any di ty imposed, on him by or 
under this Act, or 

(c) having the control or custody of any account book or other 
record, fails to produce such book or record when required so to do 
under this Act. he shall be punishable with imprisonment for a term 
which may extend to one year, or with fine which may extend to one 
thousand rupees, or with both. 

15. Prosecution to bt* with cooMmt of Central Clovemment.-— No 
prosecution for any offence punishable under this Act shall be instituted 
except by, or with the consent of the 'Central Government. 

16. Bar of legal proceedings. —No suit, prosecution or other legal 
proceeding shall lie against the ^ard, or any member or officer of the 
Board, for anything in good faith done or intended to be done under 
this Act. 

17. ^mporar}' powers of the Central Ooveninient.>-Until such 
time as the Board is consUtuted under Section 4, the Central Govern- 
ment may, notwithstanding anything contained in this Act, exercise 
any of the powers conferr^, or discharge any of the duties impost, 
by this Act upon the Board.

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INDIAN CX)TTON (CONTROL) ORDER. 1945. 

Indian Cotton (Control) Order, 1945, is intended to control the 
prices of Indian raw cotton. In pursuance of this, Textile Commissioner 
has issued notification (TCS-1 48, dated 1st September. IJUS). Under 
that order, bv which he ha.s permitted trading in raw cotton by ready 
contracts, delivery contracts and hedge contracts provided that price 
of the cotton i.s within the floor and the ceiling prices .sj^ecified in the 
notification. As stated in the Press Note dated the 1st September, 1948, 
Government will support the floor prices in the interest of the growers 
by the purchase of cotton of basic grades and staples of the years 1947- 
48 and 1948-49 at the floor price and cotton of earlier years at the floor 
price minus such discount a.s Government may decide’ on the basis of 
the age. condition, and quality of the cotton. They will also maintain 
the ceiling in the interest of the con.sumer by requisitioning cotton if 
the prices rise up to the ceiling.

(d) the expression “Textile Commissioner” has the same mean- 
ing as it has in the Cotton Cloth and Yam (Control) Order, 1945. 

3. Subject to Clause 5 of this Order, no person shall enter into-^ 

(a) any contract; or 

(b) any option in cotton. 

4. All contracts and options in cotton entered into or made after 

the commencement of this Order in contravention of Clause 3 shall 
be void. , 

5. The Textile Commissioner may, by general order, and subject 
to such restrictions and conditions as he may prescribe, exclude from 
the operation of this Order any class or description of contracts.

7. The officer referred to in sub-clause (1) of Clause 6 may exer- 
cise the powers under that sub-clause at any reasonable time by day 
or night, but not so as unreasonably to impede or obsTtruct the work 
being carried on in the place. 

8. The occupant of any place entered in exercise of the powers 
conferred under sub-clause ( 1 ) of Clause 6 or some person in his Whalf, 
shall in every case be permitted to accompany the officer while he is 
exercising the powers under the said sub-clause, and shall upon request 
be entitled to receive a copy of any evidence recorded in pursuance of 
that sub-clause.

India haa been divided into 34 aonea, each tom balof 
either a Province or a State; or a Union of Stataa and the moveaant of doth, 
yam and apparel by rail, road, air, aea and inland 'navigation from one acme 
to another ia prohibited unleaa apedally permitted by the Textile Oonunla* 
aloner, Bombay. A railway paasenger can, however, carry with him at a part 
of hia peraonai luggage a maximum quantity of 10 Iba. of doth or aippard 
any place to any place within the Indian Union. Movement of cloth, yam and 
apparel within a zone is free by rail, air, aea, or. inland navigation or by goods 
train or as a railway parcel by a passenger train subject to the restrictions 
what may be imposed from time to time by any Order of the Provincial or 
State Government As, however, considerable moveanent of ration textiles 
takes place from Greater Bombay and the Ahmedabad Municipal Borough, 
movement can take place from these places only on the strength of a Spedal 
Transport Permit to be issued by the Textile Conuniasioner, Bombay, whether 
such movement is to a place within the Bombay zone or outside it . 

As regards the movement of handspun yam, handloom doth, doth pro* 
dnced by powerloom factories, imported doth and yam and apparel, the Tex* 
tile Commissioner has delegated his power of granting Spedal Transport Pw* 
mita to the Provincial and State Textile Authorities.

Hms Cotton TexttlM (Export Control) Order, 1W9 is Intended mslnly 
to regulate the procuring of and*the trading in cloth and yam for export to 
foredga countries. All cloth and yiim produced in the country has to bear 
certain nurkings but the markings on the cloth and yam intended for ex« 
port are somewhat different from those on the cloth and yam intended for 
sale in India. The main dlfferencct it that cloth and yam intended ter mt* 
port are etamped with words "for export only" and muat not be stamped with 
prices. 

a 

As a iwraon canot export cloth and yam unleaa he hsa an export jli* 
cence from an Export Trade Conlroilfr. it is provid<*d that manufoctunsra 
shall not sell cloth and yam Intended for export except to an exporter and on 
production of certain apecifted proof about bis quota or export licence. The 
cixportera arc further prohibited from diaiKiaing of thia cloth and yam in 
the Indian market. 

Aa regards prices, an important provision ia that cloth and yam for 
which no price has been fixed by the Textile Commissioner cannot be exported, 
save in accordsnee with the general or special permission of the TexUk* Com- 
missioner. Secondly, as regards the price which a manufacturer may ebarga 
to an exporter, as well ss regards the export price, the ord*r provides for cer-

The new Ord»*r emnowers the Textile Co*ntniRsii(mer to fix the e^f-fact^ry 
wholesale and retail prices for cloth and yam and also tO specify the 
markings to be made thereon. Simlar powers have also been given to 
Provncial Governments for exercise in sneciflc cases. The new Order 
also proviaes that no manufacturer or dealer shall after the 31st Octo> 
ber 1948 buy or sell or, have in his possesi^on any cioth or yam manu* 
factured in India and packed before the 1st August 1948. It aho 
makes it obligatory for dealers to sell that portion of the piece of cloth 
containing price maricing last where the piece is not sold as a whole.

February 1948.

In respect of all this cloth and yam powers have 
been given to the prinoipm ofiteer appointed by each Provincial Govern- 
ment for the admmistiration of textile control to specify in relation to 
the sales made within his jurisdiction by dealers the maximum whole- 
aUe and retail pric^.

* I am directed to state that the Improvement Vhich took place 
ahcHTtiy alter the September Conference in Bombay as regards the ^ar> 
aiice*af cloth stocks from the Mills has not been maintained and the 
pomtion has again deteriorated^ At the end of October the Mills In 
the Bombay area held an unpurchased stock of about 2 lakh batoa 
against a monthly production of about 80,0CO bales. The Mills in tne 
Anmedabad area held aii unpurohased balance of about 08,000 bafea 
against a monthly production of about 60.000 bales. To a very largo 
extent the congestion is due to the fact that Provinclnl and State no- 
minees are not buying and moving the stocks fast enough. The posi- 
tion has been made much worse by the fact that the accumulated 
stocks are not distributed evenly over the Mills* and that some MiUa 
h(dd stocks very much larger than two or three months' production. 

* 2. It is possible that the slow purchase and movement of cloth 

by the Provincial and State nominees is at least in part due to the 
fact that disb'ibution has not started in many areas, with the result 
tha$ cloth stocks so far purchased and moved are lying in the hamds 
of the ProvincialSt-ate nominees or in the hands of wholesalers. It ' 
is obvious that so long as Provincial and State nominees and whole- 
salers cannot sell back the cloth to the retailers, they can.oot continue 
the purchase and movement of cloth from Mills. It is, therefore, of 
the utmost importance that no furl.her time should be lost in com- 
mencing on the full scale the distribution of cloth, so that Provincial 
and State nominees and the wholesalers may sell their cloth to retaiiers 
and continue to purchase and move new allotments of cloth from the 
Mills.

3. It will be realised that entirely apart from the queaMon of 
congestion of stocks, the immediate introduction of dislr.bution on 
the full scale is a matter of great importance to the consumer. As 
ProvindallState Governments are aware, the time limit for the d't- 
posal of pre-August unstamped cloth has been extended till the 3(Kh 
November 1948, and Government of India have announced that no ex- 
tensimi beyond this date will be allowed. The flow of unstamped cloth 
into the market will, therefore, stop at the end of this month. It is 
of great importance that there should be no interruption of sunpiies 
and that controlled cloth should be available to the consumer witnouit 
any further delay. In view of the fact that fairly large stocks are heM 
by Provincial and the State tfominees and the wholeaale];Si it is sugges- 
ted that districts may be allotted an initial quota subatMtially larger 
than a month’s normal supply and that, in the initial stages at lea^ 
undue quantitative restrictions should not be placed on mJ«s to coo- 
sutnefs.

A' doubt has been raised whether, in the absence of 
any stamping of toe retail price on the cloth, the retail dealers will 
not sell cloth to consumers at prices much higher than the retiil prices 
fixed by the Province or state concerned. If there is any lilrallhood 
of such a thing hai^ning, in order to ensure that the consumers do 
not pay more than W per cent above the ex-mill price in any ease, it 
may be advisable to require the nUlls to stamp also the mix.'mum retail 
prices on cloth. So that people in the villages may also be able to 
read toe retail prices, it is suggested that these prices may be stamped > 
both in Ehiglish and Hindi. The Provinces and States will, of course, 
have & authofity to fix the retail prices below the maximum limit of 
20 per cent above the ex-miU. They will, however, have to ensure that, 
even though the retail price Stamped on the cloth is 20 pei| cent above 
the ex-miU, the dealers charge the actual retail price ilsM by the Pro- 
vince or State concerned where tt is less than the said maxilhiim of 20 
percent - • . .

It has been reported to this office that the markings made by manu- 
facturers on cloth in accordance with the directions contained in the Tex- 
tile Commissioner’s Notification No. TC(6)1|44, dated the 19th February, 
1944, and No. 80-Tex.l|48(iii), dated the 2nd August, 1948, are not at times 
easily disoemible. This difficulty is particularly felt in the case of coloured 
and printed cloth where the markings are made in the same or nearly tfaie. 
same colour as that of the cloth. To obviate this difficulty manufacturers are 
requested to secure that the ink used by them for stamping the markings on 
cloth is invariably of a colour which will come out distinctly on the fabric. 
For example, cloth dyed and|or printed in very deep colours may be stamped 
in white ink. Cloth dyed and|or printed in light blue or green may be 
stamped la de^ red ink, etc. 

2. Failure to make the prescribed markings dearly and legibly will 
offend the providons of ^use 23 of the Cotton Textiles (Control) Order, 
1948, and accordingly insnufaeturers dionld secure that they follow the 
shove instnietioos closely.

2. Zones. — Movement of cloth, yam. and apparel by all the var* 
ioua means of transport, vlx., rail, road, air uva, and inland navigation, la 
prohibited unless it is sanctioned either in the General Permit laaued by thf 
Textile Commissioner, or by a Special .Tranaixirt Permit issued by the aams 
authority. For the purfiosea of these Permits, India hss bi'cn divided into 34 
Zones. Broadly sftenking. each zone is an administrative unit being either a 
Province or a State. A Province in this caae Includes the Statea which have 
merged with if and the jvord State here means a union of Statea where aueh 
a union exists. Some non-viable States which have not so far been aifectad 
by any merger or integration scheme have been attached in the above sonal 
scheme to the Provinces in which their territory happens to l>r Included.

control is that movement of all kintto is permitted only within a aone and 
requires a Spt’cial Transport Permit from the Textile Commlaaloner wha n j t 
is from a place in one Zone to a place in another Zone. The main exdBp- 
tion is the personal luggage of a railway passenger who can carry with him 
a maximum of 10 lbs. of cloth and apparel together from any place to any 
other place in the Indian Union. Laatly, as moat considerable movement 
of cotton textiles takes place from Greater Bombay and the Ah med ab ad 
Municipal Borough, it is provided that this movement, in all eaeee, can take 
place only on tlm strength of a Special Transport Permit, whether it ia to 
a place within the Bombay Zone or without. , ,

would be permitted to be tbonsigned. In order to ensure that the goods p^ 
mitted to be transported reach the Intended place of destination and no other 
it is provided that when the transport is by rail or, steamer, the comiignor 
shall obtain, from the railway or steamer official, as the case may be, an 
endorsement on his Permit showing the Rillway Receipt Number Imd data, 
or the name of the steamer and the date of its sailing.

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CAUSTIC SODA AND SODA ASH OOHptOL 

^Caustic Soda and Soda Aah are not under statutory control. So far 
as the production of these. chemlcaA is concerned, it can he stated that there 
is a sort of indirect conffbl over it in that liceifce# are required for import 
plant aj^ machinery needed for their manuflctur^ For the matter of 
that, this applies to almost all industries. Before licences are granted, it la 
exaasined whether the process adopted for their manufacture is suitable and 
satisfactory. For instance in ^e case of caustic soda. It la seen how the 
dilorine, a by-product is disposea of. 

In the past Imperial Chemical Industries, the major distributor of these 
chemicals used to consult the Director-General, Industries and Supplies, in 
the distribution‘s industry-wise, and other importers had to ^ke the concur- 
rence of Director-General of Industries &. Supplies before disposing of their 
stocks. Recently the whole position was reviewed and it was decided that 
such informal control over distribution of these cKemicals is no longer neces- 
sary due to improved supply position. All the impor’-rs may now sell caus- 
tic soda and soda ash to whomsoever they like but they an- to rejKJrt their 
hales to Director-General of Industries and Supplies. 

Licences for import of caustic soda and soda ash arc given to all par- 
ties who can import within the ceiling price fixed by the Chief Controller oF 
Imports. 


CKMENT CONTROL 

Control during War-tinw under Defence of India Rules. — In Aug- 
ust, 1942, the Qmtral Government instituted control over price and distribu- 
tion of cement under the Defence of India Rules. With the expiry of these 
Rules, the s^atory control lapsed on the .10th .September, 1946, and the 
legislative powers passed to the Provinces. As a number of factories were 
in Indian States and there are many Provinces without a cement factory at 
all, the Centre had to continue control partly by unofficial arrangements with 
producers and partly by co-ordinating Provincial legislation. TTie Provinces 
have enacted laws empowering them to regulate the distribution and price 
of cement. Under these taws, they have issued notifications lay- 
ing down the procedure for distribution and fixing the price. By virtue of 
these notifications, cement can be sold only against permits issued by the 
authorities specified by the Provincial Government and at firtces fixed by 
them.

2. Present system ofeifistiibution.-— AU available, cement is divid- 
ed into two quotujs the Central and the Provincial. The Central quota eaters 
to t^e requirements of the Railways, the Central Public Works Department, 
Military, States, Organised Industries like cd6l, textiles, chemicals, sugar and 
the projects aponaored by the Central Government. The Provincial quota 
covers the requirements of the Provincial Governments. Quasi Oovemment 
• bodies and the general public, including Grow More Food Projects and amaU 
■cale is Msstri es. Provincial quotas are ulotted quarterly to each JProvtner 
nnd it is left to the Provinces to deciefe tfie distributkm at their quota in 
• ecpOTdaiice with the order of priority they may fix in 2htt regard. From 
. Die Central quota, separate aUotmenta are made to each State at States 
Union to meet ^ir i^uirementa. 



lb amitt the Central GovenuneQt in the distribution of cement and 
in operating the Central Quota, the Government of India have appointed six 
Regional Honorary Cement Advisers who function in the following areas:

The Provincial Quota is operated by the Provincial Controllers in 
those Provinces where such officers have been appointed; in other 
Provinces, the Regional Honorary Cement Advisers also functi<m as 
Provincial Controllers. The general public and the small scale indus- 
tries and those requiring cement to meet the needs covered by the 
I^yincial Quota have to apply to the Provincial authorities, while those 
requiring cement to meet the needs covered by the Central Quota have 
to apply to the Regional Honorary Cement Advisers concern^. 

3. fixation of Price. — The Central Government after costing the 
acounts of the main cement producing units and in consultation with 
them fix the price at which cement should be sold, As already pointed 
out, the Central Government exercise at present.only an informal control 
Ihe price so fixed is communicated to me Provincial Governments who 
notify it under the Statutory powers vested in them. 

4. Import: Ri order to meet the large demands for cement in the 
country, hcences are given liberally for importing cement from soft cuI^ 
rency countries sul^t to'the conditions that import is resMricted to 
Mrt towns to save transport and that the Rnportera undertake to con- 
form to existang’intemal crmtrol and to sell the knpoitad oenmnt to con- 
sumers holding permits from proper authority at public notified pi;^oe» 
The landed ^ce of imBorted'^sement varies depending on the source of 
supply •and it is fixed aaxd netted ^ the Proviiaew Gomnmmit, at 
whose disposal all impeuted cement is placed for distribution. 
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
